Last year she was named 
the best stage actress by Variety 
Club of Great Britain for her nearly

In this, her eighth feature

of the real culprit. Girl gets 
boy, but not before encounter- 
ing all sorts of hair-raising 
adventures. 


The lucky fellow who finds 
himself giving Hayley her first 
real screen kiss is Peter Mc- 
Enery, a 28-year-old English 
actor with two pictures under 
his belt — “Tunes of Glory” 
and “The Victim” — and sev- 
eral hit London plays.

Last year Hayley shared 
top billing with Burl Ives and Doro- 
thy McGuire in “Summer Magic,” 
for Walt Disney. 

Besides her immense popularity 
with the paying public — for the 
past two years she has been voted 
Britain’s number one actress in a 
trade publication poll — Hayley 
has been showered with awards 
from the members of her profes- 
sion. They include a special Oscar; 
a Berlin Festival Silver Bear; a 
Variety Club of Great Britain 
prize; a British Film Academy 
Award; an award as Number One 
Star of Tomorrow following a poll 
among U.S. and Canadian exhibi- 
tors, a Hollywood Press Association 
Golden Globe and others. 


Much of the credit for Hayley’s 
continued success — and certainly 
for her happy outlook on life — 
must be given her parents — father 
John Mills, one of England’s finest 
actors, and mother Mary Hayley 
Bell, renowned playwright and 
authoress. They gave her the home 
life — on the farm in Sussex — 
and education — Elmhurst School 
of Ballet and a Swiss finishing 
school — that a well-bred English 


girl should receive, plus the love of 
a family that does everything to- 
zether. Keeping the family intact 
has required considerable juggling 
of film commitments, school sched- 
ules and vacations on the part of 
the elder Mills’, as well as sacri- 
fices. 


Hayley has an older sister, Juliet, 
who is well known for her stage, 
motion picture and television roles, 
and a younger brother, Jonathan, 
who remains an English schoolboy 
although a Disney screen test of 
several years ago indicated great 
talent. 


John and Mary Mills limited Hay- 
ley to one picture a year until she 
finished her formal schooling. Now 
that she is eighteen, and up to her 
pretty neck in offers, the effer- 
vescent English lass would rather 
make a picture with her father 
than anyone else — a tribute to 
his talent as well as his success as 
a parent. Besides making “The 
Moon-Spinners” this year, Havley 
starred in Ross Hunter’s “The 
Chalk Garden” with Deborah Kerr, 
Dame Edith Evans and her father, 
and “The Truth About Spring,” 
with her dad and James Mac- 
Arthur, both for Universal-Inter- 
national. She will also come to 
California in the fall for her sixth, 
as yet untitled, Disney picture. 


Like most girls, Hayley wants 
to get married, but not for a while 
yet. “I don’t think a girl knows 
what kind of a man she wants to 
spend the rest of her life with 
until she’s at least 21,” she says. 


Although she is dead serious 
about acting — “TI stil] have an 
awful lot to learn” — Hayley has 


a barrel of fun when she is not 
before the cameras. 


During her early teens at Disney 
studios, she teamed with young 
Kevin Corcoran to pull off all 
manner of practical jokes on the 
cast and crew. Later it was drive- 
ins, dancing and outdoor barbecues 
that kept her hopping between 
scenes, 


During the Crete location film- 
ing on “The Moon-Spinners,” Hay- 
ley and her romantic lead, Peter 
McEnery became regular “aqua- 
nuts” with their boating, swim- 
ming, skin-diving and water ski- 
ing activities. They also squeezed 
in a complete sightseeing and shop- 
ping tour of the ancient ruins of 
Athens on their way home, chap- 
eroned by the elder Mills’ of course.

Disney worked his special effects 
men overtime to keep the story at 
a constantly high pitch. Among 
other. things, they rebuilt an entire 
town, adding everything from 
plumbing to telephones. 

Extremely difficult camera work 
was the regular fare. Photograph- 
ing a young girl hurtling through 
the air with nothing to grasp but 
the shreds of a revolving windmill 
sail, a horde of cats attacking Eli 
Wallach, and a brawl in an uncon- 
trolled motor boat were but a few 
of the tricky high-action sequences. 

For authenticity, Walt employed 
the Greek Lyceum and sculptor 
Corcoro Iannis for two festival 
sequences, one a traditional Cretan 
wedding, the other the “Feast of 
King Minos” in which nearly 1,000 
Cretans frolic with bizarre masks 
and figures. 

Walt’s finishing touch, capturing 
on film the pure opulence of the 
Mediterranean moon as it illumi- 
nated the sails of austere wind- 
mills, crumbling temples, and petu- 
lant waters, lends a phantasmal 
aura to the taut drama.

Ruined Elounda on Crete Is Given 
Face-Lifting for Disney Picture 


When Walt Disney decided to set his feature, “The Moon-Spinners,” 
on Crete, the likely-looking town of Elounda was to become only the 


better for it. 


Worn to ruin by time and World War II, the place was sorely in 
need of a face-lifting. But, tattered or not, this was Walt’s idea of the 
place to shoot his first mystery-suspense story. Today Elounda stands 


shining new and_ bright. 


A hundred tons of local stone, 25 tons of plaster, 25,000 feet of 
lumber, 500 gallons of whitewash, 200 gallons of paint, 2,000 sheets of 
plywood, 1,000 cubic metres of sand, and unnumbered tons of roof bam- 
boo, vines and exotic plants went into the transformation. 

Houses were repainted, many being adapted for local industry such 
as small-boat building, shops, and cafes. Transportation and communica- 
tions were inproved, too. Concrete roads and paths were laid, and tele- 
phone lines installed, where none had existed before. 

Two impressive buildings were added to the village. One was a 
classic Greek church in which Elounda residents now worship. The other 
addition was a picturesque hotel which will give Elounda its share of the 
rapidly rising tourist trade on Crete. 

In order to meet a shooting deadline, construction manager Gus 
Walker augmented the Disney gang with more than 100 local laborers. 
Even the siesta, normally between one and four o’clock in the afternoon, 
was suspended until the restoration was complete. 

When the job was finished, Walker remarked, “This is the biggest 
overseas set I have ever seen or had to prepare in all my 28 years in the 
business.” Thanks to “the business” the citizens of Elounda have ex- 
perienced a 20th Century rennaissance — a la Disney.

Pola Negri Returns to the Screen in

Pola Negri, whose name is 
synonymous with the exotic 
day of the vamp, comes out of 
a twenty-year retirement to 
play her first role for Walt 
Disney in his mystery adven- 
ture, “The Moon-Spinners,” 
joining a singularly outstand- 
ing cast which also includes 
Hayley Mills, Eli Wallach, 
Irene Papas, Joan Greenwood 
and a great new name in Eng- 
lish films, Peter McEnery. 


Still trim, brunette and 
comely, Miss Negri remains 
one of the best-remembered 
names in show business. A 
product of the long-gone silent 
days, she steps into the lime- 
light once more to play the 
part of Madame Habib, a 
wealthy and eccentric jewel 
fancier who travels to Crete 
in her yacht to do business 
with a murderous | thief, 
played by Wallach. 


“T read the script that Walt Dis- 
ney sent me, couldn’t put it down, 
and knew I had to play the role,” 
she explains. “I had business deal- 
ings in Los Angeles, anyway, so I 
made arrangements to lunch with 
Walt, his co-producer, Bill Ander- 
son, director James Neilson, and 
scenarist Michael Dyne. I liked 
them, and they liked me. My only 
suggestion was to change the char- 
acter’s pet Siamese cat into a 
Cheetah, and Walt loved the idea.” 


Independently wealthy, and very 
much the sophisticated lady, Miss 
Negri hasn’t been seen on the 
screen because, “Until now, no one 
has offered me the right part.” 
She has been living an active so- 
cial life in San Antonio, Texas. 


Pola was born in Lipno, Poland, 
December 30. She became an estab- 
lished film star in Europe before 
coming to America. In fact, it was 
her superior performances in two 
Ernst Lubitsch directed pictures 
“Carmen,” and “Passion,” the lat- 
ter the story of Madame DuBarry 
with Emil Jannings, which brought 
her to the attention of Hollywood 
producers. 


Like most of the great stars, 
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her style was unique; she was a 
glamor girl and a fine actress, but 
one with a temperamental, emo- 
tional, earthy approach. She was 
also uninhibited, romantic and vola- 
tile — both on and off the screen. 

Although classified by most 
Americans as a silent star, Pola 
made a number of outstanding talk- 
ing pictures both in the United 
States and Europe. The best of 
them were “Street of Abandoned 
Children” in England, “Fanaticis- 
me,” a French film, and “A Wo- 
man Commands” for RKO. 


Pola’s first starring role was in 
“Love and Passion,” which she 
wrote, directed and produced her- 
self with a second-hand movie 
camera in her own Warsaw apart- 
ment. The picture so interested 
Max Reinhardt that he brought her 
to Germany in 1917. The great 
producer made the sultry brunette 
a star almost overnight. 


When “Passion” broke box-office 
records in 1922, Pola crossed the 
Atlantic, and was met at the boat 
by Adolph Zukor, then head of 
Paramount Studios. Zukor had with 
him a police escort, bands, flowers 
and photographers. A dinner for 
300, and $5,200 worth of liquor 
followed the dockside reception. 


In Hollywood, Pola’s fame grew 
with “Forbidden Paradise,” in

Paul Stassino, an intense actor of Greek parentage who 
has been playing villain roles since age 8, does it again in 
Walt Disney’s suspense mystery, “The Moon-Spinners.” 


Paul’s debut was as the wolf in a grade school production 
of “Little Red Riding Hood,” and he has played the heavy 
ever since.

Paul worked as a program as- 
sistant for BBC for three years 
before landing a lead in a tele- 
vision special, “Without Love.” His 
electrifying performance estab- 
lished him as an actor of consider- 
able promise, and TV parts fol- 
lowed with machine gun rapidity. 

He appeared in most of the top 
British TV shows, and had featured 
roles in motion pictures like “The 
Stranglers of Bombay,” “Moment

Ships,” before landing the role for 
Disney.

Paul 
played a featured role in the popu- 
lar actress’ first movie, “Tiger 
Bay.” 

He is married to former actress 
Anne Vernon Lee, whom he met at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Arts. They have a son, Julian 
James, age 4, and live in Putney, 
a London suburb. 


which she starred opposite Adolphe 
Menjou. In six years she played in 
21 pictures and received as much as 
$300,000 for a single role. She 
amassed a five million dollar for- 
tune, most of which was lost in the 
1929 stock market crash. The green- 
eyed, raven-haired actress became 
Gloria Swanson’s only real rival 
for popularity and parts at that 
time. 

Pola was a good actress, but she 
wasn’t an exceptional beauty in an 
era that also boasted Lillian Gish, 
Billie Dove and Norma Shearer. 
Comely might be a better word for 
her. But what she had was some- 
thing that was quite rare in the 
American cinema of the 1920's. 
She had “It,” to use a popular term 
of that day. 

Pola projected passion, but with 
a kind of world-weary cynicism; 
she played no dewy-eyed heroines, 
but sultry, exotic women who had 
lived. Her appeal to the screengo- 
ing public was much the same as 
that of Anna Magnani in her 
earthy roles of the 1940’s. 


She was married two times, in 
1919 to Polish Count Eugene Dom- 
ski, whom she divorced a year later, 
and in 1927, to Russian Prince 
Serge Mdivani, who was killed in a 
Florida polo game in 1936. She had 
many romances, however, and 
wrapped them in mystery by care- 
fully concealing her fiances’ names. 
Rich and renowned men to whom 
Pola had been rumored to be en- 
gaged included Charlie Chaplin, 
Chicago millionaire Harold F. Mc- 
Cormick, British millionaire Lt. 
Commander Glen Kidston and Ru- 
dolph Valentino, whom she calls 
“my last and greatest love.” 

The early thirties were lean years 
for her, but she made a comeback 
in 1942 in a comedy role opposite 
Adolph Menjou in “Hi Diddle 
Diddle.” 

She was awarded rave reviews, 
and has been offered innumberable 
parts ever since, but refused them 
all until Walt came along.

Joan was born in Chelsea, Eng- 
land on March 4, the daughter of 
a prominent English painter, Earn- 
shaw Greenwood. She was educated 
at St. Catherine’s School in Surrey, 
but left at 15 to study drama at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Art. Her first appearance on the 
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stage was in 1938 at _London’s 
Apollo Theatre in “The Robust In- 
valid.” Several leading roles fol- 
lowed, and in 1941 she played in 
her first musical revue, “Rise 
Above It.” 


Joan was discovered for the 
screen by the late Leslie Howard, 
and cast in his production, “The 
Gentle Sex.” Howard died before 
he could fulfill his plan to make 
her an international star, but he 
had a worthy successor in promi- 
nent British producer, Sydney Box. 


Box signed her to a long term 
contract and cast her in hits like 
“A Girl in a Million,” “The Man 
Within,” “October Man,” “Kind 
Hearts and Coronets,” ‘Father 
Brown,” “Saraband for Dead Lov- 
ers,” “The Importance of Being 
Earnest” and “Tight Little Island.”

Always a stickler for authentic 
color and background, Walt Disney 
has produced on film the very es- 
sence of the Meditteranean culture 
which has existed for centuries on 
the Isle of Crete. For “The Moon- 
Spinners,” a suspense thriller star- 
ring Hayley Mills, Disney enlisted 
the real experts on the local cus- 
toms — the Greeks and Cretans 
themselves. 

Making their screen debut in a 
gay wedding sequence, nineteen 
Greek girls whirl in their magni- 
ficent costumes and perform au- 
thentic Greek dances. The girls, 
whose ages range up to 27 years, 
attend the Lyceum of Greece at 
Iraklion, Crete, an institution dedi- 
cated to the preservation of na- 
tional art and costumes. Some of 
the authentic dresses are 300 years 
old and cannot be replaced.
